the new general law^of the State. 


U the measure ofrfies, as we hope it will, it 


will make some not unimportant changes in our 
municipal matters, and will make it possible to 
effect many desirable economies. 


Under the new form there will be a Mayor 


electe-d annually, ami one Alderman for each 
ward, holding office for two years—these to re- 
ceive no compensation except by direct -vote of 
the people. 
A Treasurer, whose term is one 


year, is also elected by the people. 
The City 


Cl<?rk, City Marshal (Constable), Solicitor, and 
Police Judge are elected by tne Council, and 
hold office during their pleasure.

Taxes are assessed and collected by the coun- 


ty officers. Under our present form we have—in 
addition to the Mayor and Council—a City Clerk 
and Treasurer, Constable, Street Commissioner, 
Cily Assessor, Ditch Commissioner, ustice of 
the Peace, Attorney. t»esides minor officers.

In fact we are as well officered as a militia

D^AT'I-: O7 POPS PIUS '-X. 


A special from Rome, dated February 7, an- 


nounces the death of the Pope, 
The following 


are the particulars:— 


The pope at 8 o'clock Wednesday night felt 


a sudden suffocation. 
He rallied several times, 


but said to his physicians, "Death wins this 
time." 
He was alternately ,ucid'and wander- 


ing, but his last moments were lucid. He said : 
"Guard the church I loved so well and sacred 
ly." The immediate cause of death was Ine 
clewing of the wound in the leg which made 
the humors mount into Ihe lungs, and brains. 
Carelinal Manning and Howard and many 
nthtrs were present at his death. Theconclave 
has ce>«rtmeneec. Cardinal Simeoni bas de- 
manded troops and the government hn* acceded 
to his request. The ambassadors accredited to 
the Vatican have gone in a body to view the 
corpse. The Italian government insures t.ie in- 
de|>endence of the conclave and all the services 
that Simeoni may demand.
